and large language models, can be used intentionally or 11

unintentionally to develop novel pathogens, viruses, bio-12

weapons, or chemical weapons. Such initiatives and activi-13

ties may include— 14

‘‘(1) regularly monitoring and researching po-15

tential global biological catastrophic risks in which 16

biological agents could lead to sudden, extraordinary 17

loss of life and sustained damage to national govern-18

ments, international relationships, economies, soci-19

etal stability, or global security; and 20

‘‘(2) including in the National Health Security 21

Strategy under section 2802 a summary of the risk 22

assessment conducted under this subsection.’’. 23
